MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEi'ffiN, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I submit  this  my  first  Annual 

Report. 


My  part  of  the  report _ in,  I regret  to  say,  a brief  and  bare 
statement  of  facts.  I took  up  ray  post  at  the  end  of  September  so  I 
am  not  in  a position  to  comment  on  the  greater  part  of  the  period 
under  reviev;’.  A.lso,  during  the  year  there  v/erc  three  Medical  Officers 
in  charge  of  the  Department,  one  of  v;hom,  Dr.  J.L.  Miller  Wood,  ivas 
serving  in  an  acting  capacity  for  seven  months.  These  changes 
have  inevitably  interfered  v/ith  the  continuity  of  the  work  in  the 
Departnumt  and  caused  the  severance  of  local  contacts,  through  viiich 
so  much  of  the  social  side  of  Health  v/ork  should  be  done. 

In  considering  the  Statistical  Tables  in  this  report,  the 
first  point  to  which  I ^7ould  like  to  drav;  your  attention  is  to  the 
table  detailing  the  causes  of  death.  It  will  be  noted  that  diseases 
of  the  heart  and  circulation  account  for  52^  of  all  the  deaths.  Over 
recent  years  these  diseases  have  been  on  the  increase  and  it  is  thought 
that  the  groat  strains  of  modem  life  have  much  to  do  with  this  increase. 
These  figures  are  a small  pointer  to  one  of  the  new  spheres  developing 
in  preventive  medicine.  V/e  have  learnt  how  to  avoid  many  of  the 
hazards  of  the  bacterial  environment  around  us,  but  v/e  have  now  got  to 
learn  to  avoid  and  reduce  the  hazards  of  the  environment  of  noise, 
smoke,  speed  and  increased,  social  contact  vdiich  ;7e  have  created  for 
ourselves. 


The  ^figures  for  the  birth  rate  and  death  rate,  for  infant 
mortality  rate  and  for  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  are  very 
satisfactory.  It  should  be  remembered,  hov7ever,  that  these  rates 
arc  taken  from  a relatively  small  population  and  the  actual  figures 
could  change  quite  considerably  due  to  chance  variation  alone.  Those 
people  interested  in  public  health  v;ork  should  study  the  figures  given 
by  tlTc  Registrar  General  for  the  whole  country  in  order  to  obtain  a 
more  accurate  picture  of  trends. 
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It  i7ill  noticed  that  this  year  the  bjjcth  rate  is  higher 
and  the  death  rate  lov;er  than  that  for  the  country  as  a v/hole,  but 
this  docs  not  necessarily  mean  that  Ongar  is  a more  fertile  and 
healthier  axca  than  th^  other  districts  of  our  land  shov/ing  slightly 
higher  rates.  You  night  find,  as  so  often  happens,  that  the  death 
rate  for  your  favourite  seasi5.e  resort  is  hi^er  than  that  for 
London,  This  will  not  be  due  to  the  lethal  affect  of  sea  air,  but 
to  the  font  that  many  old  people  have  taken  up  residence  atllie  seaside  on 
retirement  from  v/ork  in  order  to  spend  their  last  few  years  in  a 
healthy  spot,  and  it  is  the  relatively  frequent  deaths  amongst  this 
increased,  proportion  of  aged  persons  tho.t  has  caused  the  artificially 
high  rate. 

These  points  are  mentioned,  to  drav;  attention  to  the 
doceptivcncss  of  figures  as  an  indication  of  the  health  of  the 
comriiunity.  The  Registrar  General  in  his  report  attempts  to  overcome 
the  false  picture,  given  by  the  so-called  crude  rates  and  figures,  by 
voerious  methods  of  standardisration,  so  tho.t  in  Ongar  and  in  your 
seaside  resort  the  various  rates  recorded  would  be  applied  to  a 
standard  popule^tion  or  standard  rates  'would  be  applied  to  the  Imown 
population.  In  this  v/ay  the  artificial  movements  of  population 
are  portially  allov/ed  for.  Standardised  rates  cannot  be  calculated 
for  this  area  o\:ing  to  the  lack  of  details  about  the  j^opulation  in 
ago  groups. 


There  still  remains  the  fact  that  the  figures  for  the  whole 
country  are  ncojcly  as  good  as  those  for  Ongar,  So,  we  can  retain 
faith  in  the  'w'oll-boing  of  the  Nation  as  a v^ole  as  well  as  in  the 
v/ell-bcing  of  our  oT/n  caiimunity;  for  the  national  trends  confirm 
our  own  figures,  oven  if  these  latter  figures  have  been  a little 
distorted  by  oi’tificial  means  and  by  the  play  of  chance. 

Although  the  health  of  the  No.tion  o.nd  of  the  Ongar  conmunity 
is  T.)retty  sound,  as  judged  by  its  death  rates  and  infectious  disease 
incidence  figures,  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  v/e  are  only  just 
boceming  conscious  of  the  burden  of  morbidity.  That  is  to  say,  the 
burden  to  the  comrmmity  of  the  diseases  not  causing  death.  It  is 
in  this  field  that  the  nev/  sphere  of  preventive  medicine  is  grouping, 
and  it  is  along  these  lines  that  you  all  must  begin  to  think.  Here 
lie  the  enomous  problems  of  mental  health;  problems  connected  v/ith 
normal  development  of  children  and  of  child  delinquency;  problems 
of  the  brolajn  home;  and  the  many,  many  problems  concerned  vdth  the 
agoing  of  our  population. 

There  is  therefore  no  reason  for  complacency.  Certainly 
many  bogies  in  the  Public  Hoa.lth  field  have  disappea.red,  Wc  no 
longer  have  Leprosy,  Malaria,  Cholera  or  Plague  in  our  midst; ^ the 
incidence  of  Smallpox  and  Diphtheria  is  negligible.  There  is 
still,  however,  a grea.t  dea^l  of  preventable  Tuberculosis,  which  is 
costing  the  country  enoimous  amounts  of  money  through  the  treatment 
services.  There  are  still  mo.ny  unsolved  problems  in  connection  with 
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the  virus  diseases,  tbo  Comon  Cold,  Pc/].ionyelitis  and  even  in 
the  rise  of  now  virus  diseases. 

In  ending  this  proanblc  to  ny  first  report,  I would 
affim  ny  bcl.iof  in  the  old  saying  that  "Prevention  is  Bettor  than 
(ajid  I would  add,  very  much  cheaper  than)  Cure",  and  I hope  I have 
shouTi,  albeit  very  briefly,  tlriat  there  is  still  a groat  need  for 
enpha.sis  to  be  put  on  the  preventive  services. 

llr.  Cha.irnan,  La.dies  and  Gentlenon,  I hope  that  in  the 
years  to  come  \:g  nay  together  tackle  and  overcome  some  of  the 
many  difficulties  still  confronting  us  and  preventing  the  achievement 
of  health  v;hich  is  to  be  found  only  in  the  well-being  of  man's  body, 
mind  and  spirit. 

In  conclusion,  I shoifLd  like  to  than):  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  the  v.ary  kind  welcome  they  gave  mo  and  for  their 
willing  support  to  the  projects  in  v/hich  I hove  been  cencemed.  My 
thanks  are  a.lso  due  to  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  staff 
for  the  vny  they  have  co-operated  in  helping  me  to  get  to  know  the 
n.rea  and  in  supplying  local  informa.tion  on  all  the  health  problems 
which  have  anisen. 


Finally,  I ^/ould  like  to  record  ny  thanks  to  Dr.  P.G.  Brovn, 
Area  MedicaJ  Offic>..r,  Por  ;st  Division,  and  his  staff  for  supplying 
some  of  the  figures  given  in  this  report.

This  sai'iiple  shows  only  slight  opalescence  and  carried  only 
a trace  of  matter  in  suspension.  The  very  slight  turbidity  is  due 
to  a.  trace  of  iron  and  the  v:ater  is  free  from  other  metals. 


The  water  is  neutral  in  reaction,  very  hard  in  character 
though  not  excessively  so  and  it  contains  no  excess  of  salinity  or 
mineral  constitutent  in  solution.  It  is  of  the  highest  standard  of 
organic  and  b arterial  purity. 


Apart  from  the  objection  that  the  water  is  not  quite  clear 
and  bright  in  appearance,  these  results  are  consistent  with  a pure 
and  wholesome  water  suitable  for  public  supply  purposes.  Softening 
v/ould  be  advantageous.
